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Research Expansion 

Fiscal 1985-86 marks the first full year 
of new administration for the C enter for 
Agricultural aiid Rural Development 
(CARD). A number of important brgahi- 
zatibhal changes facilitated develop- 
ment of ah expanded research focus 
consistent with longer term economic 
policy issues facing lowa^ U.S., and 
world agriculture. The CARD research 
programcomprises four division ti ade 
and agricultural policy, ratural re- 
sources and cbhservatiph policy,: food 
and hutntioirpolicy^ahd rural and eco- 
hoMc Je-^'elopmehlp^ in 
these (tivisi(ms centered on analyses of 
U.S. agricultural policy in an interna- 
tional getting and the interaction of do- 
mei^ic policies with the diverse cdmpb- 
hents ^f the agricultural sector.

Funding 
for CARDls expanded research program 
has been generated entirely through

CARD'S analysis for the Resources 
ConserTOtidn Act (RCA) was completed 
during lSf85-86 under ah agreehieht 
with the Soil Cbhserv^tibh Service x)f 
the U.S. Deparizneni bf Agriculture 
(SG&USDAX^and with the cooperation 
of the Economic Research Service of the 
U S. Department of Agriculture (ERS^ 
USDA). The results of this analysis 
have important longer term implica- 
tions for land use, regibnal^xroductibh 
patterns, and water and windLbrbsibn, 
The expansibn^f the production capac- 
ity_stimulated by world economic condi- 
tions and U S. ferm legislation in the 
197bs and early 198bs has significantly 
increased wind arid soil erbsibri.

A number bf cbmprehensive 
anaiysesbf alteniativel were deyelbped 
prior te forihulatibh of the lepslatibh. 
Thraughbut the debate bji thja 19S5 
FiUTOBaii eAHa^APH raalyfiffis wece 
supplied to the U.S. Congress, the Ad- 
ministration, and other participante in 
the legislative process. These studies
